a. No such requests will be accepted for investigative action 

Unless they are in writin g and si gned by a duly authorized Yep- ~-— 

res entail vt of the other agency, it is understood that,. In a__ 

clear emergency* we may move on an oral request but we will -. 

cease conducting"investig ativ e action promptly unitss the oral.—1___ 

request is immediately followed up with confirmation in writing. 

b. --No request, written or oral, will be acted upon unless 
it is made clear in the request that the investigative action being 
ashed for is in direct connection with an active security Investi¬ 
gation being conducted by the requesting agency.

c. Requests from other agencies for assistance in their 
investigation of U.S. Government officials will be considered 
only if they are over the.signature of a senior official of tha 

other agency, such at, an Ambassador* an Assistant Secretary _ 

of State, the Director of Security of the other agencyr~or- “ — 

similarly responsible official. Such requests will require ■ 

the approval within the service cf the ADDP, the DDP or the ' . 

PCI. In no Instance will we Initiate the lavestlgallon of any _
